Forbes field rockea under a concus- 


sion shortly after 1L o'clock on TUCB- 
ciay morning, when, a huge steel cylin- 
der near the flagpole belched great 
tongues of sicoko and 
flame. 
O.ne 


hundred yards away, leaning over a 
seat in the front of The grandstand, sat 
President Taft, his famous smile gone 
and a look in intense seriousness in "its 
stead, gazing with tUousands of others 
at a scenca which told graphically it 
incompletely the horrors of a coal 
mine explosion. 


A moment later squads of miners, 


equipped with oxygen tanks and otl»er 
safety devices, darted into the smok- 
ing mouth of the 
big gallery 
£ 


emerged bearing make-believe victims 
of the explosion. It was the conclud- 
ing act in what was probably the most 
remarkable drama of; its kind ever 
staged in America. A majority of the 
throng that watched the demonstration 
had a first glimpse of the dangers of 
a coal miner's li£e. 


Earlier in the.day President Tail's 


visage had beamed with good nature, 
but uoc once during the demonstration 
at Forbes Field did his 
countenace 


lighted uith. a srail*1. Grave and silent 
he watched every oxhibitiou the min- 
ers gave, witli Joseph A. Holmes, di- 
rector oi the-United States Bureau oi 
Mines, at'his side 16 explain the tech 
nical features of ihe demonstration 
~Mea who risk their .lives in a hell 
like that black tubi-" was the way the 
President tersely summed up his ap- 
preciation of the dangers encounters 
by miners when he made a speech at 
the conclusion of the program. 


A notable parly saw 'the mine safetj 


demonstration, which was held under 
the auspices' of the United Suites Bu 
reau of Klines, the American Xational 
Rec Cross Society and the Pittsburs 
Coal Operators* Association. 
In. the 


presidential group, -which 
occupied 


seats in the left ning of the ^gra 
stand, between third baseband home 
!>!-ate, in the parlance of the diamond, 
were' United States Senator.George T, 
Oliver, .Congressman James Francis 
Burke, John Dalzell, A. 'J. Barchfeld 
and A. J. Porter, Governor John K 
Tener, of Pennsylvania; Governor Wil- 
liam E. Glasscock if West Virginia; 
Secretary Walter U Fisher, 
cf the 


Department of the Interior; Director 
Holmes, of the Bureau of Mines; Miss 
Mabel Boardman ,of the Red 
Cross 


Society; Mayor William A.'Magee, C 
D. Hilled, secretary to the President; 
Archibald Butt, uulttary aid 
to the 


President; William H. 
Stevenson 


President of the Historical Society of 
Western Pennsylvania. Congressman 
and Mrs. Nicholas. Ixaogworth 
were 


also in the grantlstand. 


besides the presidential party there 


were hundreds of mine operators ant' 
officials from all 
over, the 
United 


States, mine workers 
from 
severa 


States and a big crowd, of spectators 
in the grandstand, totalling about 10, 
000. 
The threatening weather kepi 


many away, as rain fell during pan of 
the demonstration, and the skies wero 
overcast all morning. In the extreniu 
right end of the grandstand sat a howi 
ing bunch of Tech rooters, while above 
President Taft's- head 
was 
another 


equally demonstrative crowd of Pitt 
students. 
Both gave yells for Taft, 


Two bands added :o the din. 


President Taft, escorted by a recep- 


tion committee that had met him at 
Sluulysidi station, entered the grand- 
stand shortly after U o'clock. The ap- 
pearance of a dozen or more high silk 
ha'-s coining .up Lbe interior approach 
into the grandstand was the signal for 
cheers and a-riginzc'-BSiute to the*Pres- 
ident and his party. The uproar l.isr- 
ed several minutes. 


Everything had been made ready !pr. 


the demonstration and the 
yarlon'e 


fvents on the program were carried 
out on the second ;tnd without a hitch 
under the management of J. W. Paul, 
manager of field exhibitions; Dr. M. 
J. Shields, manager of the first aid 
events, and Clarence Hall, manager of! 
tbe explosions. 
Francis Feehan was 


chief marshal. 


Forbes Field was soggy, and whilit 


rain fell iatei'DiUtrntly, the downpour 
was not heavy enough to 
Inconven- 


ience the miners, who displayed aa 
much ginger as the Pirates in mid-sea- 
son. 
There were 10 squads on the 


rield, each designated by .a number, 
aud ranged around in front of 
the 


grandstand. The line reached 
from 


one end to the ether. 
Nine States 


were represented by teams, as fol- 
lows: 
Pennsylvania,- West 
Virginia, 


Ohio, Maryland, Washington. Illinois, 
Kentucky, Alabama and Xcw Mexico. 


Shortly after the presidential party 


took seats the score hoard in the cen- 
ter fielii chronicled the initial event 
01 rhe iirst aid exhibition, while lusty 
iuiipod representatives or the Bureau 
of Mines megaphoned the news to the 
crowd in the grandstand. The movlnsr 
picture men liurrtoil away from their 
crank-turning operations in front of 
tbe President's party and aimed their 
machines at the miners. 


In less time than it takes to tell it, 


half or the squads on the field rushed 


up to men who' were lying on pieces | 
of tarpaulin in the pose cf "victims."; 
fn a jiffy each ol the "victims" was: 
bound, bandaged and tied in a thor- 
oughly scientific manner, according to 
the nature of the injury supposed to be 
treated. There were one-man events, 
two-men, events and team exhibitions, 
all demonstrating the high degree o'- 
skill the members of the squads had 
acquired. There were 10 events. 


Jn .one event the "victim" 
would 


have a wound on tho head; 
again, u 


fractured jaw, a dislocated shoulder 
or a broken leg. Still othei- cases wera 
those of men suffering from burns.on 
the face and neck, a broken back or <i 
dislocated hip. 
Many times the bis 


audience appleaded vigorously the ex- 
hibition of the miners. The uniformed 
teams of workers seemed to glory Tn 
their dexterity and 
now and 
then 


would applaud another team whicii 
showed extraordinary skill 


At the conclusion of t'no first aid ex- 


hibitions the squads retired from tb» 
field and stood m a line along the front 
of the grandstand while the scene of 
the demonstration was shifted LO UK- 
explosion gallery at the other end of 
the field. The gpllery was a cyl .ndricul 
tubo of steel, 3.33 feet long, with an 
internal diameter of 6 feet 
4 inches 


In the gallery was placed 331! pounds 
of fine coal dust from the Pittsburi 
seam, distributed uniformly through- 
out, and 20 pounds on si wooden, bench. 
near the mouth, making a total of 152 
pounds of dust. 


Into this dust a permissible explo- 


sive was fired, being equal in disrup- 
tive force to one-half pound of 40 pel- 
cent, nitre-glycerine. There was a loud 
report, but the coal dust, did not ignite. 
This was according to the plan of the 
demonstrators, the purpose of the ex- 
periment being to show tbe safety of 
using permissable explosives in 
conl 


•mines. 


Next came a mine gas test. A l>(g 


glass box, near tHe grandstand, was 
used for this demonstration. 
G. A. 


Bvrrell, a chemist of the Bureau of 
Mines, entered the transparent box 
with a wire cage, containing 
three 


conary bird?. Carbon monoxidf, 
:i 


poisonous pas, common in coal mines, 
was released in the box. The birds 
were overcome by the gas In thrco 
minutes and fell limp to the bottom 
of the cage. They were then taken 
out and placed in oxygen tanks, where 
they soon revived. 


The demonstrator remained in the 


box eight minutes and emerged feel- 
ing none the worse. He said he could 
have stayed inside half an hour with 
no other 111 effect's than a headache. 
The exhibition was to show the use of 
birds in detecting dangerous gases in 
mines. 
The 
little 
songsters 
are 


acutely sensitive to the gas and when 
they show signs of distress the miners 
may know that it is time to retreat. 


The spectacular 
feature 
of 
the 


program was saved to the lasi. 
To 


illustrate the danger of "using black 
powder, a charge of the powder was 
placed In the gallery along with 15;; 
pounds of coal dust. 
At the proper 


moment President Taft touched 
an 


electric button at his 
elbow 
that 


ignited the powder. 
A terrific ex- 


plosion followed, the powder having 
set off the coal dust. 
Volumes 
of 


smoke poured out l»oth ends of the big 
tube and through boles in ihe top. 


Then a party of mine foramen trot- 


ted out to the fiery monster and dis- 
appeared in its bowels. Each had an 
artificial breathing device strapped on 
his shoulder by which he carried a 
tank cf oxygen liqurd air or air under 
pressure with which to breath in the 
.dense issue of smoke and gas ir.»Idc 
the tube. The party came out a mo- 
ment later carrying on a stretcher a 
supposed victim of the •explosion. Sev- 
eral trips were made into the gallery. 


An ambulance bore the supposed 


victim to a spot near the grandstand 
where first aid members treated 
the 


men. according to their injuries. 
The 


experiment illustrated the treatment 
of miners suffering from fire damp, 
after-damp and burns. 


Ween the final demonstration v.-as 


over. President Taft arose, and, ac- 
companied by Governor Tenor, Secre- 
tary'Fisher, Miss Boardman and sev- 
eral others, 
walked 
to a platform 


which had been erected in front of 
the center of the grandstand. Here 
speeches were made by the President 
and the others mentioned. 


President Taft'tj voice resound eil 


through the grandstand asd ihe echoes 
came back on iho field. He sipoke 
feelingly of the .demonstration1 given 
by the miners and of the importance 
of education in rescue work. 
When 


the speechmaking was over the squads 
or miners who had taken part in the 
exhibition marched past the stand. 
Each first" aid team was presented 
with a'souvenir first aid 
box 
and 


badges were 
given 
the 
individual 


member?.
